This year’s 
editor is Katie Kuechenmeis- 
ter (’94). The fact that Katie 
is a junior is important be- 
cause she can use this expe- 
rience to help with next year’s 
paper,” said Mr. Pat Curley. 

The newspaper class cut the 
number of pages per issue 
from 1 2 to eight pages. This 
cut resulted in the price being 
lowered. In previous years, the 
paper sold for a quarter, but 
during the 1992-1993 school 
year it sold for fifteen cents. 
For these reasons, among oth- 
ers, more newspapers were 
sold to students and staff. 

The paper ran once a month 


and was sold during all three 
lunches. “My goal for the 
newspaper is not only to help 
inform and entertain the stu- 
dents and staff, but also to sell 
papers,” said Bob Nickerson 
(’93). 

“Husky Highlights” was not 
only a way to inform and en- 
tertain the students and staff, 
but it also gave the newspaper 
staffers a chance to improve 
their skills in writing, layout, 
sales, and design. Staff mem- 
bers may also have gained ex- 
perience that will help them 
in future years. “I took news- 
paper because I like to be in- 
volved in many school activ- 
ities. I also feel that with all 
the experience I have ac- 
quired I will be ready for a 
possible career in journalism 
in the future,” said Lon Cur- 
rie (’93).

Ihe 1993 Spirit staff created the 28th edition, “It All Starts Here," 
under the direction of co -editors -in -chief, seniors Andrea Switlicki and Neill 
MacLeod-Hunter. Sophomore Matt Walters served as photo editor. Walters and 
senior Bemie Pelc were responsible for over 95% of the candid photos in the 
book. The Spirit adviser/tcachcr was Mrs. Evonne VanderHeuvel 

I'he Herff Jones Printing and Publishing Company printed 1100 
copies of "It All Suns Here." The books sold for $32.00 and 534.00 per copy. 
"It All Starts Here" contains 224 pages, 47 of which were printed in four color 
process. Screens and rule lines were used graphically in various sections to 
highlight certain elements. The cover was custom embossed featuring a hand 
tooled Spanish graining on a Vibra text material wrapped around a 160 point 
board. The cover was highlighted with navy silkscreen, gold foil, and blind 
embossing. The endsheets are seashell colon ext on 70 pound paper with a 
navy ink application. The first 48 pages were panted on 100 pound Eurogloss; 
the remaining pages were printed on 80 pound Bordeaux. Headlines vary in 
point size and style from section to section. The body copy is ten point Times 
Roman; the captions are eight point Times Roman.
